Document 1 discloses a process for producing 1,3- 
benzodioxole-4- (aromatic substituted) methyl-2-spiro- 
cycloalkanes by reacting a (1, 3-benzodioxole-2-spiro- 
cycloalkane)-4-carboxylic acid ester with a methyl- 
substituted aromatic compound. Therefore, the novelty and 
inventive step of the production processes claimed in 
claims 2-5, as stipulated in PCT Article 33(2) and (3), 
are taken away by the disclosure in document 1. 

However, document 1 does not disclose a production 
process claimed in claims 1 and 6-8, which is a process 
for producing 1, 3-benzodioxole-2-spirocycloalkane 
derivatives which includes a step wherein a 2 , 3-dihydroxy- 
benzoic acid derivative is reacted with a cycloalkene 
derivative.
